Train Bobbers in Logan County 


Hold Up a Train and Kill 


a Brakeman. 


Last eight the P., 1>. & E. train, south 


east, due in Deoatnr at II p. m,, in 
charge ot Conductor Chris. Richmond, 
with W. F. Trott as brakeman and Frank 
Quiet SB engineer, and Henry lioManns 
as express messenger, was held up about 
8:30 o'clock at the coal shaft sooth of 
Lincoln. The train stopped there to 
take water, and while standing there the 
train was boarded by three men. Two 
of them got on tbe front end of the rear 
coach, and the other took the hind end. 
After leaving the water tank the oon- 
dootor proceeded to take up tickets, 
from 
the 
passengers. 
He finished 


the combination oar and proceeded to 
enter tbe rear car, and when be reached 
the platfonnjthe two men there throat 
revolvers in his face, and he retreated to 
the combination oar and notified the ex- 
press messenger that robbers were on the 
train, and be immediately eat the bell 
oord to prevent the robbers giving the 
signal to stop the train. Jost as the oord 
was severed the robbers attempted to 
stop tbe bain, but the cord wsscot. Xhe 
lights were pnt oat in the express car 
and the doois were barred. The brake- 
man then oame :n and asked for a gun, 
saying he would get the fellows. There 
was no gas, BO he took np a billy and 
started to knock the robbers off tbe plat- 
form, but jnst as he was in the act of 
opening the door one of tbe robbers fired 
a shot through Itbe door. The shot 
straok Trott in tbe abdomen and oame 
oat at his back. As soon as be was shot 
he staggered back, saving, "Boys, I am 
done for; I am shot clean through." 


Failing to stop the train and the shoot- 


ing of the brakeman frustrated tbe 
would be robbers and nothing more was 
attempted oy them 
One of them was 


seen to jump from the train going at toll 
speed. The Isat man did not leave the 
train until it showed ap at Mt. Folaski. 
Tbe express messenger find two shots at 
him as he got off, but did not bit him. 
It is not known when the thud man left 
the train. 
A search for the robbers was 


at once instituted. A young tramp by 
tbe name oftErneat Chester, who is now 
in custody in this city, was beating bis 
way and when tbe train stopped at tbe 
water tank in Lincoln, was lying on the 
eroesroda under the resr ooaob, and saw 
the three men and heard one of them tell 
the other two to get on the front plst- 
form ot the rear ooaoh and he got on the 
hind end. 
He saw the man jump from 


the train near the creek. 


The robbers got nothing as they made 


no attempt to >ob tbe passengers, who 
were excited and had hidden their valua- 
bles. 


8. H. Josephs, traveling for a Mew 


fork jewelry boose, was on the train 
with a trunk containing several thousand 
dollars worth of jewelry and diamonds, 
and he abo had 8600m hia pocket. He 
stopped at the St. Nicholas hotel. 


The railroad company baa offered a re- 


ward for tbe capture of the robbers. 


The chances for the recovery ot the 


wounded brakeman, wbo was left at Ht. 
Foltskj, are thought to be very poor. 


HOT FATALXiT HCBT. 


Brakeman Trott was not fatally hart. 


He was shot in the side, the ballet not 
going into his vitals. To-day he was 
taken to Peons on the morning tram. 
His home is at Fans. Trainmen who 
oame in from Lincoln and lit. Fnlaaki 
state that all attempts to capture or dis- 
cover the identity ot the men wbo at- 
tempted to bold ap the train have tailed. 
No one has been arrested, and no good 
clue has yet been procured. 


8TTLL Dt JAIL. 


Earnest Chester, tbe yonng farm band 


wbo was stealing a ride on the train, is 
•till in custody in Deoatnr. He says bis 
borne is at Oakland, HI., and tbat be had 
no connection whatever with the robbers. 
He says he was simply on bis way home, 
and after tbe train stopped he told what 
be had baud. Now he is sorry be spoke, 
because he has fallen under eoapioion 
and is in jail, where be will remain until 
tbe railway and other sutboritiei are sat- 
isfied tbat be is innocent of complicity in 
tbe attempted hold-up.

The first 
floor was occupied by the Schmaltz- 
reid Hardware Co. The flames began 
at once to shoot out all over the struct- 
ure.

Thc second, third and fifth floors 


were occupied by the Y, M. C. A. The 
third story was used as a library, and 
here the holocaust occurred. There 
were fifteen persons in the library at 
the time, and although they made 
fcantic efforts to escape "they were 
Driven back. Huddled at the windows, 
they were told to jump. One man 
jumped and caught a telegraph wire, 
and was rescued. Three more emu- 
lated this example, but they missed 
the slender thread of steel and fell to 
the pavement. The firemen arrived at 
tihat moment and ran up the ladders. 
Three men were rescued, but before 
the others could be saved the flames 
burned the ladders, and the remainder 
perished. 


The names of the killed cannot be 


lear ned at preberit, if they will ever be 
known. Secretary Perkins of the Y. 
M. C. A. is the only person who can 
give any definite information as to the 
exact number of lives lost, and he lies 
at St. Joseph's hospital unconscious, 
suffering from a fractured skull, inter- 
nal injuries and a broken arm. The 
names of the seriously injured, as far 
as can be learned, are as follows:

T. H. Bond, a young man who was 


in the Younp Men's Christian associa- 
tion gymnasium when the fire broke 
out, is missing. He is believed to be 
among; those who perished. 


The fire spread to the building occu- 


pied by Lemon & Gate, wholesale deal- 
ers in dry goods, and damaged it to the 
extent of $45,000 before the flames 
could 
be extinguished. Lemon 
& 


Gate's stock, which was mostly dam- 
aged by water, will prove a total loss. 


By hard work the firemen prevented 


the spread of the fire on the south side 
of the Wetter building, but the stocks 
of the neighboring merchants were 
greatly damaged by water. The loss 
of life is due to the lack of properly- 
constructed fire escapes on the build- 
ing.

Shortly after throe o clock this morning 


the big safe in the offloe ot thaDegatnr 
Brewing company on Oaetrell street m 
the Fourth ward was blown open, and 
considerable damage dona in the offloe, 
but owing to the amateurish work ot the 
satc-blowsrs they were toiled in their 
attempt to enter the flash box which 
contained about $180, and clot of bank 
checks. Captain Baylor and four other 
officers wen called to the soene immedi- 
ately after the sate was shattered, bnt 
although they made diligent search they 
were onable to capture the robbers. 


The ssfe is e 3.000 pound old Mother 


and stands in ths northeast oorusr ot the 
offloe, the door facing sonth. The rob- 
bers blew off the outer door by a charge 
ot powder, with such force as to thorw it 
south across the room. It struck on the 
top ot a new oak detk bought yesterday 
at Geo. W. Myer's furniture store, and 
(rieat dents were made in the top, ruin- 
ing the piece ot furniture. Dents were 
also made in the window casings and 
four different window panes were cracked 
and broken out. The robbers chucked a sate on his return, 
lot ot powder into the key hole ot the 
inner door, Ibnt the explosion did not 
have the desired effect. The shook shat- 
tered the inner combination, bnt it also 
served to draw the door inward, making 
it impossible for the thieves to open it.

and 
bit, two 


chisels

besides a pint bottle of powder. Halt ot 
the powder was nsed, snd the powder 
and the tools mentioned were found ID 
the offios after the robbers had fled. Af- 
ter the explosion, which was heard by the 
residents ot the neighborhood over a 
block distant, the thieves doubtless be- 
came frightened and concluded to escape 
while they oonld.

The polios bave returned the tools to the 
owners. The unused powder is still at 
polios headquarters. Marshal Lehman 
will make an effort to learn who bought 
a pint of powder within the past few 
days.

CARE OF THE WARDROBE. 


Some Timely Surtestlon. About the Pot- 
tlae Away ot Summer Finery. 


It is an accepted fact among women, 


founded upon good reason, that when 
one's belongings are valuable and 
costly the services of a maid are not a 
luxury, but a necessity and really an 
economy. Delicate fabrics need great 
care in handling and preserving, and 
fine boots, shoes, gloves and handker- 
chiefs are not to be tossed about care- 
lessly and still preserve their fresh- 
ness. But, without a maid and with a 
comparatively simple wardrobe, a meed 
of care even will be found a great pro- 
'tection. In putting away summer wash 
dresses they must be rough dried, then 
folded neatly and packed in a box or 
trunk by themselves It is an excel- 
lent idea to go over each one and take 
the few mending stitches that are 
sure to be needed. Challles, crepons 
and summer silks should be carefully 
shaken and brushed, spots sponged, 
bows of ribbon taken off and unmade 
if possible, or the dust carefully wiped 
off with a bit of silk dipped in weak 
ammonia water, and packed away in 
separate boxes. The same rule applies 
where laces trim the dresses. If these 
are washable they should be washed, 
otherwise shaken and wound around a 
bottle or wooden roll. It is a good 
plan to let the dresses hang wrong side 
out in the air, all of a sunny morning 
—if you live in a hotel to hang in a hot 
room the same length of time is a good 
substitute. Rumpled ruches, shields 
and bent bones should be taken from 
waists, and a skilled maid says the 
Waist linings should be brushed down 
every seam with cologne and water. 
Feathers and flowers should he taken 
from the'hats and bonnets, wrapped 
carefully and separately in tissue paper, 
and consigned to boxes where they 
will not be crushed. The flowers should 
have each leaf pulled out, and if

water attained a height of thirty feet, 
sweeping away many houws. It was 
still worse in the neighboring prefect 
of Ekayema, where, at Eawabe. the 
river rose eighteen feet and broke down 
a great embankment, carrying away 
•MO honsos. About 100 persons are un- 
accounted for The police station was 
demolished and the chief killed 


Going northward, th« storm beat 


with violence on the island ofSedo, 
where it broke to pieces six vessels in 
the port of Yebisu and nine others at 
Snisn, whereby four seamen lost their 
lives. Before going so far northward 
it touched at Toyama-Ken and carried 
away forty-eight houses and broke 
down the roads at Shlng-Minato, but 
happily without any loss of life. 


At the city of Toyama eighty houses 


were carried away and over l.OOO are 
under water 
The Yonshono rose 


twenty, feet, many houses were de- 
molishe'd and the embankment burst 
in many place 
In Kawhea, in the neighborhood, 


400 houses were carried away, and the 
late of over 200 persons is as yet un- 
certain, while a similar number of 
houses have been swept away at Ku- 
boyo.

WRECK OF TH B STEAMER RIPPIiB 


Malaneholr Belin Found in Baffin's 


Bar. 


LONDON, Nov 14 —The crew of the 


whaler Aurora, which has arrived at 
Dundee, report that they discovered In 
Baffin's bay the wreck of the schooner 
Ripple. This is the vessel in which 
two Swedish men of science, Bjorlfg 
and Kalvennius. left St. Johns, N F , 
in June, 1892, Their purpose was to 
collect specimens of the fauna of Green- 
land along Davis strait. The crew of 
the Dundee boat, after a search along 
the shore found two cairns near the 
spot where the Ripple had gone 
to pieces. One was covered with the 
remains of human bodies. Under the 
other cairn were found manuscripts 
and a note written in English ashing 
the finder to send the papers to Baron 
Nordenskold or the nearest consul. 
Near this cairn lay a skeleton, sup- 
posed to be that of either Bjorlfg or 
Kalvennius.
